MUSCOVY. 

Petersburgh, Dee. 11. The Day before Yef- 
terday arsived here an Exprefs from our Minitter 
at Conftantinople, with the important News, that 
the Pertiatts had block’d up Bagdad, and that the 
‘Turks had ofter'd to reftore the Provinces formerly 
conquer'd from that Empiic » Upon which a Ne- 
gotiation was begun. The Bufinefs cf her Ma- 
jefty’s Title, which has hitherto been a Point fo 
difhcult to fertle, is at Jatt entirely adjufted ; his 
mott Chriftian Maiefly having not only given the 
Crarina the ‘Title of Emprefs, but having alfo 
envaved the Emperor to do the fame Thing; on 
Condition, however, that thefe Letters fhall be 
expedited from the Chancery of Bavaria only, aad 
not from that of the Enipire. It as believed, that 





GERMAN-,Y. 

Francfort, Dec. 26. Baron Patdin 1s actually 
rived here, and the Occafion of his Journey, is 
faid to be her Hungarian Majefty’s Memorial and 
Protefts, which have made fo much Noife in the 
World. The Eleétor of Mentz has tranfmitted 
hither a Memorial from the Circle of Suabia, 
complaining of the Works raifed by the French 
upon the Rhine. It is very apparent by the Pre- 
parations that are making, that his Imperial Ma- 
jefty intends, thortly, to render his Army 24,000 
cffcétive Men; and it is generally believed here, 
that thefe Forces will not continue long in their 
prefent State of Neutrality. 


Francfort, Dec. 12.0, 8. The Emperor has 
lately receiv’d a Letter from the King of Pruffia, 
wherein his Pruffian Majetty tells him, * That he 
* heard witha great deal of Concern, by his Impe- 
‘rial Majefty’s Letter of the 14th of November, 
the Manner in which the, Elector of Mentz was 
prevail’d on to carry to the Diétatorfhip of the 
‘ Empire, without previoufly adviling either with 
the Emperor or the Electoral College, feveral 
Pieces containing, Protetts againft the Validicy of 
his Imperial Majetty’s Election, tho’ the faid Pieces 
were prefented under the ‘Title of an Anfwer to 
the Memorial of M. de la Noue, the French Mi- 
nifter, and as if there was no other Defign in 
them but to fave the Rights of the Electoral Vote 
of Bohemia: ‘That every good and loyal German 
Patriot ought to be concern’d at any Thing that 
may tend to invalidate the Eleé&tion of fo worthy 
a Head of the Empire, as his Imperial Majefty 
is; and, confequently, that hi: tiuffian Majefty 
cannot difpenfe with himfelf from oppofing it 
with all his Forces, and maintaining the Honour 
and Dignity of the Empire in the Perfon of its 
auguft Head. ‘That the Emperor may be per- 
fuaded that he will concur with Pleafure in all 
the Meafures that his Imperial Majefty fhall think 
* fit to take, in order to fecure his Hortour and 
the Validity of his Ele&tion from all Attempts 
that may be made againft it. ‘That he has charg’d 
* his Minifter at the Dyet to confult with thofe of 
his Imperial Majefty, tothe End that the Moment 
the Affair in Queftion fhall be laid before that 
Aflembly by a Commifforial Decree, he may give 
his Vote inthe Electoral College, and in that of 
the Princes, in fuch a Manner as mzy convince 
not only the Empire, but the whole World, that 
his Pruilian Majefty is refolv’d to maintain, with 
all his Power, the Honour and Dignity of the 
Head of the Empire, as alfo the Validity of his 
Imperial Majetty’s lawful Election, againft all 
thofe who may attempt to ftrike at them in the 
© leaft, &c. 
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Berlin, Dec. 15.0.8. The King has declar’t 
to divers Courts, That having nothing more at 
Heart than to fee Tranquility reftor’d in the Em- 
pire, and the Powers at War united by a folid 
and lafting Peace, his Majefty is wholly employ’d 
at prefent in fecking the propereft Methods to 
fucceed therein, without ftriking at the Freedom 
of the Partics concern’d, or curbing them in their 
reciprocal Pretenfions: That, neverthelefs, as it 
is not in his Majefty’s Power alone to reconcile 
Minds heated by the War, and the Writings pub- 
lifh’d on both Sides fince the Commencement of the 
‘Troubles, and as he cannot alfo be the only Me- 
diator in an Affair of this Importance, but, at the 
moft, offer alike to the Emperor and the Queen 
of Hunzary, bis good Offices for reftoring a good 
Harmony between them, he hopes, that the neu- 
tral Powers, and in particular the States General 
of the united Provinces, will condefcend, for the 
Sake of the Repofe of Eurape, to lay this Affair to 
Heart, and engage the King of Great Britain to 
join with them in inclinining the Queen of Hun- 
gary to come into Meafures for an amicable Ac- 
commodation, while his Majefty, in Conjundtion 
with fome other States of the Empire,’ ufes his 
utmoft Endeavours with the Emperor and the

The Britannia, Moncour, from St. Kitts for 
London, was taken the 8th Inftant, S. by E. 20 
Leagues from Cape Clear, by the Lazengona, 
Capt. Jofeph Gorgunas, of Bilboa, of eight Car- 
riage, and eight Swivel Guns, and 103 Men, after 
an Engagement of two Hours and a Quarter. 
The faid Privateer took, about 24 Hours before, 
the Chefterficld, Ebfworthy, from Jamaica for 
Briftol. And on the roth Inftant took a fmal} 
Veflel from Nantz to Cork; and a Veflil from 
Cork to Lisbon. Captain Moncour writes, that 
whilft he was on board the Privateer they took 
two other Prize: 

_ Laft Saturday a large Body of Recruits were put 
into a Lighter at the Savoy, in order to be fent to 
Gibraltar and Portmahone. 

Sunday being Chriftmas Day, the fame was ob- 
ferved as a high Feftival at Court; when the 
Knights Companions of the feveral Orders wore 
their refpeétive Collars,
